WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 29.—())— 
Sir James Barrett, of Melbourne, be- 
lieves “the whole present hospital sys- 
tem of the world is wrong and shock- 
ingly expensive.” 

Giving his views to the British 
Medical Association last night he told 
how skilled nursing service had been 
made available at a small cost to resi-

Subscribers to the nursing servic 
pay an annual assessment of $8 an 
from this service has grown a hospital 
system whereby it is possible to give 
subscribers hospital accommodation, 
nursing and food at the rate of $10 
a week. 

“The principle on which this nurs- 
ing system has grown differs from any 
other hospital plan 1 know of,” he 
said.

final link of the road from Gaines- 
ville to Cornelia, brings assurance

Reports from all parts of the state 
indicated Friday that widespread in- 
terest had been aroused by the state- 
ment of Governor Hardman, issued 
Thursday, in which he dealt with the 
debt financing plans presented by the 
various candidates for governor. 

In his statement the governor de- 
clared that all of the proposed relief 
plans appeared impracticable, “save 
one,” and it is generally conceded that 
this exception is the plan offered by 
Carswell, who proposes to reallocate 
for one year only the income from the 
sale of automobile license tags, and 
apply it to the back due debts of the 
state, e a 

Governor Hardmen, efter showing 
that the appropriation bills of the last 
two general assemblies were respon- 
sible for the condition of thé state’s 
finances at this time, laid the blame 


on the activities, as members of those 
legislatures, on Senator E. D. Rivers, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, and Speaker .of the House 
Richard B. Russell, Jr., both of whom 
are now candidates for governor. 

Proceeding then to the discussion 
of methods to remedy the present situ- 
ation, the governor said: 

“Every suggestion, save one, made 
by the candidates for governor to re- 
lieve this unfortunate situation... 
seems impracticable and impossible.” 

Indicates Extra Session. 


All sides agree that this could refer 
only to the Carswell plan and is tak- 
en as indication, in view of former 
utterances of the governor, that in 
the event of Carswell’s nomination he 
will immediately call the general as- 
sembly into gxtra session for the pur- 
pose of putting the plan into effect 
on the first of the year. 

It is said that Governor Hardman 
would be influenced to take this ac- 
tion off the ground that the nomina- 
tion of Carswell would in effect have 
been a referendum on the suggestion 
to divert the license tax taxes for one 
year in order to get the state out of 
debt. 

The governor in answer to ques- 
tions as to the probability of his issu- 
ing a-call for an extra session, has 
declared that he is awaiting the re- 
port on the special audit of the state 
government now being made before he 
decided upon his course of action.

It is known, however, that one of

{July Weather Conditions 

Continue to Make for 
Dull Trade. . 


The monthly review of business con- 
ditions in the sixth federal reserve dis- 


trict, published Friday by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta, said 
that “weather conditions during July 
continued to adversely affect agricul- 
ture and business conditions” in the 
district. 

“The extremes of high temperature 
and drouth have resulted in lower 
estimates for most of the principal 
crops this year than for 1929 and have 
accentuated the dullness in trade 
which is usual at this time of the 
year,” the review said. 

‘Based upon conditions on August 
}1 the production of cotton in this 
district is estimated to be 7.7 per cent 
less than in 1929, and the decreases 
compared with last year are also in- 
dicated for corn 23.5 per cent, wheat 
10.3 per cent, hay 28.2 per cent and 
oats 3.2 per cent. Estimated crops 
of white potatoes are slightly smaller, 
and of tobacco slightly larger than in 


Distribution Lower. 


“Retail distribution declined in 
July to about the lowest level shown 
in available statistics. holesale 
trade averaged one-half of 1 per cent 
larger than in June, but with the ex- 
ception of that month was less than 
for any other month in more than 10 
years. 

“Building permits at 20 reporting 
cities of the district increased mate- 
rially in July over June, but were less 
than for July, 1929, but contract 
awards in the district as a whole de- 
clined 32 per cent compared with those 
for June and were 43 per cent less 
than a year ago. For \'the seven 
months of 1930, January through July, 
permits at 20 cities have been 41 per 
cent, and contract awards in the dis- 
trict have been 25 per cent less than 
in that perjod of 1929. 

“Production of cotton cleth by re- 
porting mills in this district increased 
6 per cent in July over June, while 
output of yarn declined less than 1 
per cent, and output of both cloth and 
yarn continued less than at the same 
time a year ago. Production of pig 
iron in Alabama and of bituminous 
coal in Alabama and Tennessee con- 
tinued less than for corresponding pe- 
riods of last year. . 

Bank Discounts. 


“There were smal] increases in the 
volume of discounts by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta between Jul 
9 and August 13, and in the bank’s 
investment holdings, and total bills 
and securities on the latter date were 
$1,573,000 larger than five weeks 
earlier, but were $30,000,000 less than 
a year ago. Member bank credit, as 
indicated by total loans and invest- 
ments of weekly reporting member 
banks in selected cities of the district, 
continued to decline during this five- 
week period to the lowest level in 
about five years.”

Despite the Impending Three- 
Day Labor Day Holiday Period 
the Stock Market Friday Gave 
a Creditable Aecount — Vice 
Governor Platt To “Carry On” 
Until Young’s Shoes Are Filled. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—With to- 
morrow and Monday holidays on the 
New York Stock Exchange trading 
was quiet early in the day, only 166,- 
000 shares changing hands the first 


half hour against 239,000 yesterday 
and 440,000 Wednesday. Before noon 
the market became broader with lead- 
ing shares up from 1 to 2 points, 
some more. 

General Electric sold at the highest 
level since May before the secondary 
decline in the market. Rumors were 
heard today that General Electric is 
going to do some financing in the near 
future, probably through a stock of- 
fering. In any event, financing, Wall 
Street concluded, will disclose the 
strong position of the company 

Coca-Cola was up over 3 points be- 
fore noon. Wall Street hears that 
the company’s third quarter earnings 
will be larger than the high record 
established for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. Hot weather has in- 
creased sales, officials of the company 
are telling their friends. The cost of 
sugar has been at a new low record. 

Steel common, Westinghouse, Can 
and other leaders made new highs to- 
day for this movement. The feeling is 
growing that the stock market is dis- 
playing unmistakable signs of higher 
nrices for the immediate future. As a 
rule this is one of the quietest weeks 
of the year both in the stock market 
and in general trade, marking the 
ending of the holiday season with sea- 
sonal improvement in general trade 
starting immediately after Labor Day. 

This week last year was an excep- 
tion. A renewal rate of 9 per cent 
for call money was ignored in a wild 
session of stock trading that carried 
Steel common up 3 1-4 points, Ches- 
apeake & Ohio 3 1-2, General Electric 
4, New York Central 5 3-4.

WORKING VERTIME 


Five Plants in Augusta Give 
| Employment to 
500 Men.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Aug. 29.—()— 
Giving employment to approximately 
500 men Augusta’s five cottonseed oil 
mills have been running night and 
day this week crushing between 45 
and’ 50 carloads of seed every 24 
hours. , 

Besides affording relief from the 
yer aoe ase situation the mills are 
distributing large sums among the 
farmers for the seed. Prices range 
around $27 a ton, considered high in 
proportion ta prices paid for the sta- 
ple itself. 

Pay rolls for the five mills average 
about $6,000 a week. ‘ 

Mill officials are warning farmers 
to pick their cotton early as possible 
and avoid possible damage to the sta- 
ple and. seed from late September 
storms, . 


SLAYER’S GUN FOUND 
INVALDOSTA KILLING 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Aug. 29.—Dis- 
covery of the shotgun which was used 
in the assassination of W. H. Brown- 
ing and his wife Thursday night of 
last week, at their filling station south 
of this city, may lead to the solution 
of the mystery which has shrouded 
the tragedy, according to officers. 

The gun was found late Thursday 
by John Shadrick, south of Valdosta, 
and R. L. Shaw, of Tampa, brother- 
in-law of the dead man. The two men 
were in the chicken yard at the fill- 
ing station, when the gun was lo- 
cated in the weeds, where it had 
been thrown as fhe murderers fled 
from the scene; Shadrick did not 
touch the gun, but notified officers 
and it was removed in such way as 
not to destroy the finger prints which 
may have been left there. Experts 
from Atlanta and Jacksonville will 
be asked to photograph the prints. 

The gun is the one stolen the morn- 
ing of the tragedy from the home of 
John Jackson, on the Dan Wisen- 
baker place, about two miles from 
the scene of the crime. 

The theory that both crimes were 
committed by the same person was 
confirmed by the finding of the gun, 
and the finger prints are expected to 
show if any of the six men held in 
jail here had handled the gun, accord- 
ing to authorities. 

Travers Erwin and his father, Lon- 
nie Ward; T. P. Hanson, one man 
named Cheney and another named 
Ring, are being held pending com- 
pletion of the investigation. All lived 
in the neighborhood of the Browning 
home and Cheney so far as is known, 
was the last man to have a business 
transaction with Browning before the 
fatal shot was fired. He had not 
gone more than 250 vards from the 
station when his truck stopped and 
while he was repairing it the shots 
were fired. Cheney declares he did 
not see the flashes of the guns or 
hear the screams of Mrs. Browning, 
nor did he know of the tragedy until 
the night of the following day. The 
two Erwins and Ring are sons-in-law 
of Cheney and all live in the same 
neighborhood.

Solicitor of Ocmulgee Circuit 
Succumbs at Home After

The arms of the three men were 
grasped tightly by guards during the 
march from their cells to the death 
chamber. Warden Lewis E. Lawes 
later explained that one of the men 
earlier in the day had tried to induce 
a woman relative to smuggle in a

n. 

Thomas was the first to be éxecuted 
and was followed quickly by Force 
and Udwine. 

An attempt by Stella Udwine, sister 
of one of the men, to see Governor 
Franklin D. Rooseyelt at a hotel 
where he was s “ing at Oswego, N. 
Y., failed when she was refused ad- 
mittance to his suite. , 

In the December riot at Auburn 
prison, Sullivan, eight other prisoners 
and Prineipal Keeper George Durn- 
ford were killed. Six men were tried 
on charges of murdering Sullivan, but 
the other three were acquitted. 

Thomas, at the time of the riot, 
had been serving a life term for rob- 
bery; Force, 16 years for burglary 
and grand larceny, and Udwine 30 
years for robbery. 


Dutch Air Service 
Pilots Stage Strike 


AMSTERDAM, Holland, Aug. 29.— 
(P)—A strike of all the pilots of the 
Royal Dutch Air Line today forced 
| Amsterdam postal authorities to ap- 
| peal to foreign air companies for the 
‘maintenance of regular air mail serv- 
ice. 

Most of the air line’s services, in- 
cluding that to London, have, been 
suspended. 

The immediate cause of the strike 
was the dismissal of Pilot M. Evert 
Van Dyk, who recently flew the At- 
lantic with Wing Commander Charles 
Kingsford-Smith in the Southern 
Cross. 

Van Dyk had been detailed for duty 
on the Dutch-East Indies line, due to 
start in September, but he refused to 
accept the conditions imposed, which 
were the same as those for air mail 
flights to Java. He was given no- 
tice of his dismissal as of Novem- 
ber: 4. 

All the pilots, numbering 17, then 
went on strike. They are also de- 
manding higher wages. 

The pilots claim their salaries are 
10 per cent lower than those paid by 
the German Lufthansa to their Euro- 
pean route pilots. They are also dis- 
satisfied with the arrangements made 
for the resumption of air services to 
ithe Dutch East Indies, stating that 


the company has not provided ade- 
quate compensation for their families 
in case of death or accident. 

The salaries paid them at present 
and their demands for the future have 
not been published,

Hoover’s Worry 
AtRapidanCamp 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(UN) 
resident Hoover left here today for 


a Rapidan week-end which is to in- 
clude besides rest and recreation a 
discussion of postoffice problems, 
chiefly the public buildings program 
and the postal leasing situation which 
the senate is investigating. 

Assistant Secretary Ferry Heath, 
of the treasury, and. Assistant Post- 
master-General J. W. Philp, the two 
government officials in charge of the 
$568,000,000 public buildings pro- 
gram, accompanied the president and 
will lay plans to speed up the con- 
struction in an effort to cut down 
unemployment and_ stimulate busi- 
ness, 

Congress this year increased the 
already authorized building program 
by $230,000,000, and Mr. Hoover 
hopes by beginning as much of this 
as possible at once, employment may 
be given to many who have lost their 
jobs. Such extra work .would create 
a strain on the limitafions of ex- 
pense set by the budget, but, Mr. Hoo- 
ver has emphasized that such work 
must not be held down for economy’s 
sake. 

In the postal leasing situation, 
Postmaster-General Brown has advo- 
cated congressional authorization for 
an added building program to con-' 
struct branch postal buildings and 
garages—facilities now rented in 
many cities—which cannot be con- 
structed under the terms of the pres- 
ent public buildings act. The Blaifie 
senate subcommittee is expected to 
start next month on its inqui of 
leases en such buildings, particularly 
in St. Paul, where charges of mis- 
conduct have been made against the 
companies which rent the structures. 

Mr. Hoover was informed today by 
Agricultural Secretary Hyde that ap- 
parently 11 per cent of the unen- 
ployment is due to the drouth, which 
has forced farmers to seek work in 
other industries and occupations un- 
successfully in many cases.

Caldwell said that it had been de- 
cided that in the event the govern- 
ment agents called to Jacksonville 
could not work on the case a private 
detective would be obtained, to that 
end, he said, re called a — York 
agency and made arrangements.

In his direct testimony Caldwell de- 
scribed at length his knowledge of the 
case, He said Giblin made the first 
report to him, saying “Well, prepare 
to get shocked.”

Later Caldwell said he, the adjutant 
general, Gray, Giblin, Dowling and 
others attended the Lake City confer- 
ence, where the decision was made to 
obtain secret service aid to investigate 
the alleged conspiracy. 

Caldwell formerly was state’s attor- 
ney for the third judicial circuit. He 
is a colonel on the governor’s staff, 
and was campaign manager for Gover- 
nor Carlton. 

Two state officials also took the 
stand today to relate their concern at 
hearing reports: of a plot to assassi- 
nate the governor. 


Hoover Mexican Visit 
Protest Seen by Reds 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 29.—(/)— 
The International Red Society issued 
a statement today charging that Tues- 
day's government raid on communist 
headquarters and arrest of five com- 
munists was a part of a government 
scheme to hush the voice of the pro- 
letariat so as not to embarrass Pres- 
ident Hoover on his forthcoming visit 
to Mexico. 

The statement charges that the Mex- 
ican government has “sold out to 
Yankee imperialism.” It adds that de- 
spite the terroristic methods applied 
against them the voice of the prole- 
tariat will make itself heard the day 
Mr. Hoover arrives in Mexico. 

Police in the raid seized a quanti- 
ty of literature attacking the Mexi- 
can government officials.

A Nebraska recluse, farmer of means 
who carried with him in death three 


years age his reason for shunning so- 
ciety years, was identified today as 
Columbus Hayes, who esca jail and 
hanging for the murder of his broth- 
er-in-law in a dispute over a woman 
here in 1892. 

R. E. Culver, St. Joseph attorney, 
who was prosecuting attorney here in 
1892, viewed photographs of Frank 
Johnson, — farmer who’ died in 
1927 near Superior, Neb., leaving a 
$20,000 estate, and declared Johnson 
and Hayes were identical. 

The . investigation developed after 
Mrs. Alice Parish, of Los Angeles, 
visited Superior recently, claiming she 
was a niece of Johnson and that he 
was the long-sought murderer. 

Mrs. Parish exhibited pictures of 
Hayes which were readily identified 
by old-timers about Superior as like- 
nesses of the recluse they knew as 
Johnson. She said relatives had de- 
cided to reveal his true identity in 
an effort to acquire the estate. } 

In and near Superior Hayes’ desire 
to live apart from his neighbors was 
a mystery. Some hinted he had been 


disappointed in love. The old man of- 
fered no denial or explanation. He 
was known as a farmer, a 
shrewd business ‘man who lived in 
comfort but not extravagance. He 
went to live near Superior in the 
middle '90’s, soon after sec- 
ond escape from jail while awaiting 
execution of the second death sen- 
tence passed upon him. . 

F. H. Stubbs, of Superior, admin- 
istrator of the Johnson estate, con- 
ferred with Culver today and the 
two went to Savannah, Mo., to in- 
spect court records in an unsuccessful 
attempt to compare the signatures of 
Johnson and Hayes. : 

Culver recalled that he was oppos- 
ed in — Hayes by Willard 
P. Hall, former governor of Missouri, 


‘and Ben Woodson, brother of a former 


governor, defense counsel. 
he former prosecutor described 
ayes as a vicious defendant and 
prisoner. Hayes first escaped jail in 
1892 but was recaptured three years 
later while * managing, incogni{o, a 
large ranch near Columbus, Kan. He 
was returned and sentenced to death 
again; the date set for the first execu- 
tion having'passed. Then he fled jail 
again.

DESIGNER OF PLANE 
ILLED AT CHICAGO 


CURTISS-REYNOLDS AIRPORT, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—(#)—A crowd 
of 40,000 horror-stricken 
saw the small “homemade” plane of 
George Fernic, St. George, 
Island, N. Y., rise from the field, 
pause in midair, then plunge sicken- 
ingly downward into a parked plane 


at the national air races today. 7 


Fernic, a Roumanian, was dead 
when pulled from the cockpit. His 
plane demolished a ship in  whicl 
Miss Martie Bowman, of Hempstead, 
L. I.. N. Y¥., had just completed a 
closed course race. The aviatrix 
missed death by inches as the fall- 
ing plane cleft through the fuselage 
of her ship. She and W. S. Allison, 
of Cleveland, had just stepped from 
her plane and were standing: near-by 
with a group of mechanics. Mem- 
bers of the group scurried to one 
side in time to escape injury. 

It was the second major crash wit- 
nessed by air ‘race fans since the be- 
ginning of the meet, and brought. the 
total fatalities to three. Fernic’s 
craft, -of radical design, had taken 
off successfully. As it soared to the 
north end of the field at a low alti- 
tude it nosed skyward, made one 
backward loop and fell. 

Screaming in horror, thousands of 
spectators made a concerted rush onto 
the field, adding to the confusion. 
Guards were powerless to avert the 
movemcnt and it was some time be- 
fore a semblance of order was. re- 
stored. 

Fernic had flown his plane to the 
nir races, arviving Tuesday. He had 
designed and built the craft him- 
self, placing on it a short, auxiliary 
wing which he believed gave it addi- 
tional stability. : 

In a larger plane of similar de- 
sign, which he had intended to 
to Rowmania, he crashed _ seve 
months ago at Roosevelt field, but 
was unhurt. 

The ship derived its energy from 
a motor of only 70 horsepower. Fer- 
nic had told friends he was pleased 
with the plane’s performance, but 
that it needed 'a more powerful en- 
gine. Witnesses blamed his fatal ac- 
cident on insufficient power to pull 
the ship out of the loop. 

The accident occurred about an 
hour after Colonel and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh left the races for de- 
troit. 

Lindbergh arrived yesterday after- 
noon, spent the night in Chicago and 
returned to the races today shortly 
before noon, seeing more than four 
hours of the, program. He and his 
wife were again perched in the chief 
judge’s booth above the grandstand, 
a partial retreat from the public 
gaze,
